] We have not traveled so fdr from the days of barbarism when 
it is so easily possible to prove that the phrase “bloodless revolu- 
tion” is a meaningless euphemism. The fact is established by events 
in Tripoli and China, though the theaters of’action are widely sepa- 
rated, the dramatis personae radically different and the provoca- 
tions developing little in common. 

Recent cables dispel the first happy delusion that Italy's occu- 
pancy of Tripoli was to be pacific and unmarked by atrocities. It is, 
reported that the Italian soldiers are slaughtering right and left, that 
the rights of property, even of foreign property, have ceased to be 
regarded as sacred, and that throughout the city and the hinterland 
of Tripoli terror and uncertainty prevails. In the end, of course, 
Italy will prevail. It was from the first inevitable that the medieval 
Turk should be displaced by the Christian civilization of the twen- 
tieth century. But ole would liked to have hoped that the process 
would be accomplished minus those gloomy accessories that have 
characterized the long line of great events that shifted world power. 

Is China the status is even more confused and baffling. Yuan- 
Ski-Kai, while never formally accepting the premiership, has been, 
to all intents and purposes, the motive power of the effort to bring 
Ithe discordant elements together and prevent the empire from going 
on the rocks, as a prey to a score of contending native contingents 
and factions. But it appears that even his strong and diplomatic 
hand has not been equal to the herculean task. It is reported that 
both Chinese and Manchus have let their blood-lust run riot, with the 
result that 50,000 lives have been snuffed out, and no appreciable 
progress toward the normal to show for the wholesale butchery. 

In course of time, necessarily, events will adjust themselves 
in Italy, and the invaders proceed sanely to restore the smooth ma- 
chinery of trade, commerce and government. In China, Yuan, or 
some less forceful individuality, will induce the murder-hungry 
hordes to see the futility of chaos and bring order from chaos. In 
the meantime, with the world praying for peace and mankind each 
day more keenly realizing the futility of war, the spectacles in these 
two unhappy nations its disheartening, to put it mildly.

The est1- 
mate placed on the annual cost of the tipping nuisance by the com- 
plainants is $50,000,000. The sum appears staggering, but when one 
considers the innumerable sources from which the pocket-book is 
tapped “while on the road,” or even at home, it is probable the ag- 
eregate would mount even higher. 


In New York, Chicago, in fact the overwhelming majority of 
cities: with pretensions to metropolitanism, patrons of hotels and 
cafes must resign themselves either to execrable service or to posi- 
tive insult unless the conventional] tip is forthcoming.

The evidence is daily multiplying 
that nefthér the great majority of the

AUTO SPEED REGULATIONS 


Editor Constitution: Allow me to 
commend your attitude ang editorials 
in regard to automobile regulations. 
Reasonable laws with reasonable con- 
struction, reasonably and constantly 
enforced are much better than drastic 
laws spasmodically and unreasonably 
enforced. 

T expect I have traveled the streets 
ef Atlanta in an auto as many miles 
as anyone in the city and fully realize 
the dangers both to the autoist and the 
public. Both need protection and 
should have it by reasonable restric- 
To compel 
an automobile to come to a standstill 
before passing a street car at any 
and all times is unreasonble and will 
be very difficult if not impossible to 
enforce. It is very unjust to eompel 
a machine going up grade to stop toa 
standstill nearing a standing street 
car. It will increase the accidents to 
automobiles, wagons and pedestrians 
behind the machine, beside damage to, 
machine and oftener danger to the} 
occupants of the machine which all 
autoists fully recognize. Such a law, 
applied to machines on the down- 
grade would be reasonable and should 
be enforced. On level ground and up- 
grade the autoist shoulg slow down to 
a 4 or 5-mile speed and then change 
his gear to.low or intermediate and 
then come to a standstill, if: neces- 
sary, to prevent injury to persons get- 
ting on or off a street car. 

A machine has to slow up to change 
from a high to a law gear and then 
the car is under. control. Electrics 
can be required to come to a stand- 
still down-grade and to 4 or i-mile 
speed up-grade and on level ground. 
Every policeman can easily learn to 


estimate a 4 or 5-mile speed by fast 
walking. 

The majority of auto owners,4esire 
a reasonable law properly and con- 
stanfly enforceg both as a.protection 
to themselves and the public. The 
speedist and reckless driver should 
be compelled to obey the law both as a 
protection to other autoists and to the 
public. 

For first offense a fine, for second 
offense suspeng license three months, 
and for the third offense revoke 
license permanently. No policeman 
should be allowed on duty nor any 
chauffeur allowed to drive a machine 
when under the influence of alcoholics, 
because it perverts their judgment 
and renders them slower in action and 
more reckless, often even courting 
danger itself. |

In the spinning districts of 
Great Britain and the continent, in Japan, in India, in the Orient gen- 
erally, it is liberally supplied with representatives who could easily 
be instructed to feel the pulse of world-trade and make due reports 
to Washington. 

Were these reports digested by experts and tabulated for publi- 
crop estimates and estimates of condition

Eviderice accumulates to the effect that the Southern Corn 
Show, to be held in the Auditorium-Armory the early part of next 
month under the auspices of the chamber of commerce, will impart 
a greater stimulus to diversification in the south than it has ex- 
perienced in many years. Requests have come in from western 
Tennessee, northern Mississippi and eastern Arkansas that permis- 
sion be given corn clubs from these districts to enter, and those in 
charge of the display have been quick to make affirmative reply. 

This is not to take into accomnt entries from every portion 
oi Georgia, and from southern states contiguous and included in 
the original scope of the show. When the doors to the latter are 


of the possibiltties of southern soil in the matter ef corn production 
as have never been gathered under one roof. 

The time is especially propitious for the south to centralize on 
corn, a staple commodity which may be taken- as the hub from 
which radiate the spokes of diversification generally. The farming 
community that brings forth corn in abundance has come verv 
near solving the problem of living, of development and of pros- 
perity. For as soon as the acreage devoted to corn, and the vield 
per acre, begins to mount, cotton takes its place as purely a servant 
crop, and not-as absolute master—the role it has occupied, in- 
juriously, tor many years in the southern states.

Upon this situation followed many | 
international attempts to regulate 
bounties on the one hand, and on the 
other, to protect sugar manufacturers 
countries where no bounties were 
paid. In Europe there is now an agree- 
ment by which bounty-fed sugar, on 
entering a foreign country, is taxed 
to the extent of the bounty. By the 
same agreement, Russia, which pro- 
duces much more sugar than it con- 
sumes, and which pays a bounty to its 
manufacturers, is not permitted to sell 
more than a fixed amount in the Eu- 
ropean market. 

Although not a party to the Buro- 
pean agreement, the United States has 
provided in its tariff law that bounty- 
fed sugar must pay not only the reg- 
ular duty, but an additional duty equal 
to the bounty. For several years it 
has enforced this provision against 
Russian sugar. 

At the presnt time Russia has a!- 
most a million tons of sugar, which, 
but for hostile tariff legislations 
might be sold in Europe and America. 
If this Russian sugar could be sold 
freely, the available supply, which is 
small on account of a short crop, would 
be increased, and the price would drop.

Col fadroes for Brown for 
Reasons of Conviction, 


“Greatly Disappointed” at Fail- 
ure of State Committee to Call 
Primary, But Was Not Con- 
‘trolled by That Fact--Believes 
Brown Right on Prohibition. 


Colonel Walter P. Andrews, of At- 
lanta, a former Smith supporter, who 
is advocating Governor Brown this 
year, announces that he was not “pro- 
voked” to do so by the failure of the 
State committee to call a primary, but 
because he believes that Brown is 
“wise, logical and democratic” ang that 
his position on the prohibition ques- 
tion is right. 

In a communication to The Constitu- 
tion yesterday Mr. Andrews states that 
he was “greatly disappointed” because 
of the failure of the state committee 
to call a primary, at which the voters 
of the state might also express their 
preference for a democratic nominee 
for president. However, he places his 
advocacy of Brown on other grounds. 

Colonel Andrews is an ardent sup- 
porter of Woodrow Wilson ang be- 
lieves if the people had been afforded 
a chance to vote they would have 
nominated Wilson for president. But 
no chance was afforded of testing the 
sentiment of the state, because the 
state committee would not consent io 
call a primary. 

In his statement Mr. Andrews says:

Many are guests at the 
hotel, and a bright hospitality is be- 
ing expressed on all sides, 

In the afternoon there was an im- 
portant secret session of the executive 
board at the home of Mrs. C. G. Har- 
rell, this being followed by a brilliant 
reception at the home of Colonel and 
Mrs. John Donalson. The guests were 
entertained between the hours of 6 and 
7:30 o’clock, and Mrs, Donalson had 
in the receiving line with her the 
president of the Federation, Mrs. Hugh 
Willet; the vice president, Mrs, Hugh 
C. White, of Athens; also club spirits 
of Bainbridge. The Donalson home 
was beautifully decorated with flow- 
ers and an elegant supper was served. 

Evening Session.

At seventeen minutes past 8 o'clock 
(the curtain went up at 8:15 sharp) 
someone in last night’s audience of the 
Atlanta theater grinned. A_ second 
later there was a half-suppressed 
snicker. At eighteen minutes after 8 
there was a ripple of laughter which 
ran over the entire house and was 
echoed from the gallery. At twenty 
minutes, after 8 someone threw re- 
Straint to the winds and guffawed im- 
moderately. From that time on, with 
brief intermissions between the three 
acts, it Was one continuous scream. It 
is doubtful if the memory of the oldest 
and most confirmed local first-nighter 
records a play which has caused so 
much side-splitting merriment as “Ex- 
cuse Me.” Certainly none of recent 
years has deserved more applause. 

In “Excuse Me,” the ridiculous is 
carried to the Uth power; human na- 
ture is stripped of all its seriousness, 
and the comic side of life allowed to 
run riot through three acts, which 
literally sparkle with bright lines and 
adroitly arranged situations. And the 


beauty of it all is its spontaneity. Not 


once is the audience given pause to 
think or to puzzle over the point of a 
line. There is no need for it. The 
humor is so obvious, and yet so re- 
fined, that it is a dull person, indeed, 
who fails to find something excruciat- 
ingly funny in everything that is said. 

And all of this is brought about in 
three acts whose setting is the San 
Francisco sleeper of an Overland Lim- 
ited, leaving Chicago on a Monday 
night. The very setting is unique. 
When Rupert Hughes conceived the 
idea of a Pullman sleeper as the set- 
ting for a play he found an unworked 
vein of humor absolutely new to the 
Stage. The idea was daring, and at 
first blush one would think the diffi- 
culties of carrying the action unhesi- 
tatingly along would be unsurmount- 
able. Not so. The three acts run as 
smoothly as the train did not. There 
is nothing incongruous or strained. 
The complicationg of plot and counter- 
plot begin almost the moment the cur- 
tain goes up, and from that time on
